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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4 are 
allowed. 

The prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention. 

Ohtsuki (US 20050185683) discloses a high power, integrated fiber laser amplifier shown 
in Figs. 1-2. However, Ohtsuki teaches away from using means for providing light seed pulses 
at a pulse repetition rate in the range of about 10 Hz to 100 Hz. In paragraph 0076, Ohtsuki 
discloses an example of using pulses with repetition rate of 100 kHz. In addition, paragraph 
0077 ftirther emphasizes using repetition rate at 100 kHz or higher to prevent ASE (amplified 
spontaneous emission). Therefore, one skilled in the art will not be motivated to use pulses with 
lower repetition rate to modify Ohtsiiki's invention.
